(COME OCTOBER, the new first-of-the-year for the 
automobile year because of turning the clock back 
two months in an effort to stabilize employment for 
President Roosevelt. Of course, it isn’t Jan. 1 in actual- 
ity but Oct. 1 means the same thing for us in that 
every one in this business of ours has his house in order 
for another campaign. We have written finis of the ’35 
model year. 

With the turn into October, every plant manufacturing 
cars is in production on ’36 lines. True, some of the 
factories are just beginning, but there are others like 
Buick, Packard, Pontiac, Oldsmobile, Dodge and Plym- 
outh which are going at a hot pace so as to have their 
dealers stocked for the anticipated delivery rush. 

* * 

SO FAR WE HAVE had two announcements—Buick 
and Packard—but my little black book carries dates of 
others to come in the near future. Ford hasn't let out a 
peep as yet as to when its unveiling is to take place, 
but as I drive to the office and pass the Highland Park 
plant I note that the big windows of its showroom have 
been white-painted from top to bottom. In the past this 
always has been the forerunner of an announcement 
within a few days. So it wouldn’t surprise me a bit if 
the blessed event takes place this week. 

Confidential reports received from other plants indi- 
cate that most of the announcements will be made in the 
third week of October. There will be few which will wait 
for the show itself and even those who have stated such 
intentions are liable to change when they hear of the 
retail business being done by those first to break the ice.

ALL’S HUSTLE AND BUSTLE with the car manu- 
facturers with this start of production. Field men either 
have been called to the factories or will be summoned 
this week for dress rehearsals. Some companies, as in 
the case of Packard, Buick and Hudson, have had their 
distributors and dealers come to the factories for drilling, 
while others, like Dodge and Pontiac, are sending sales 
executives around the country, addressing dealer meet- 
ings and showing the new lines. This is preparedness 
that cannot help but pay 100 cents on the educational 
dollar. By show time the industry will be running like 
well greased machinery and we'll be all set to try the 
noble experiment of changing the nation’s buying habits.

WHETHER WE CAN or not remains to be seen, but 
of late I have noted that the leading brass hats are in- 
clined to believe the change is going to work out satis- 
factorily. When I was in Flint last Wednesday night 
in attendance at the civic banquet given Buick, this be- 
lief apparently was confirmed by none other than W. S. 
Knudsen, executive vice-president of GM. In his speech 
he pointed out the benefits which he believes will accrue 
to both manufacturers and workmen through moving the 
automobile show dates two months forward. Of course, 
he did not commit himself as to how new car sales are 
going to be in November and December because of the 
change, but he does feel that labor is going to profit in 
the way of steadier employment, with the average hours 
to the man increased materially, which will mean a 
larger amount of money going into the pay checks.

ANNOUNCEMENT MADE last week by Al Reeves 
that safety will be emphasized in the New York show. 
Which is at it should be, for there no longer can be any 
doubt but what the automobile industry is thoroughly 
safety-conscious. This has been demonstrated this year 
by the way the manufacturers have stressed safety in 
their advertising and by means of motion pictures, but 
it is not going to end there—they are building safety 
into their ’36 models. 

This I have noted in my preview activities of the past 
two or three weeks. The engineers seem to have given 
safety first consideration, even above appearance, and 
appearance hasn’t been slighted. Brakes, already good, 
have been given special attention and structural strength 
of vital parts has received the acid test. Fool-proofing 
the operating mechanism seems to have been the en- 
gineering keynote on ’36 models and the engineers have 
turned out robots that do everything but talk—they even 
will think for the drivers whose carelessness or lack of 
driving skill cause traffic fatalities which have so thor- 
oughly alarmed the nation.

New Commercial car registrations for 
August were the highest for the month 
since 1929 when the all-time high mark 
for the industry was reached. The total 
for the month just past was placed at 
50,355 units and the record month which fell in 1929 was 
52,557. The total new commercial car registrations for 
the first eight months of the current year is placed at 
355,661 against 273,024 in the same period of 1934 and 
$73,692 for the first eight months in the record year of 
1929. August truck registration this year showed a de- 
cline of 1.73 per cent from the 51,243 units registered 
during July of this year.

With plants rapidly swinging back into 
production after a September shutdown, 
the output for the coming month should 
show a sharp recovery. While definite 
figures for September are not available, 
it is safe to say that the total would not be greatly in 
excess of 125,000 units. October, on the other hand, 
should run close to, if not above, the August mark of 
240,000 units. Buick, which was announced on Saturday, 
is getting into full swing and already has produced close 
to 14,000 units. During the week ended Sept. 28, Buick 
produced 3,143 cars with the average daily output at 600 
cars. Thursday, last week, the company hit a new daily 
high since 1930 when 686 cars left the line. The Buick 
schedule for the current week calls for 650 cars a day 
and this will be increased during the next week to 750 
daily. The company reports 26,000 orders on hand. Pack- 
ard, which also announced Saturday, has produced better 
than 3,000 cars. Olds, which has not yet made its formal 
public bow, is running at the rate of 750 cars daily. 
Pontiac, also still to be introduced, is hitting 500 cars a 
day with the schedule calling for 48,000 cars during the 
remaining three months of 1935. Plymouth, which has 
not yet hit its stride, has produced approximately 1,000 
new models to date. Dodge has resumed production but 
no definite figures on current rates are available.

Based on projections already made, 1936 
seems headed for the first 4,000,000-car 
year which the industry has enjoyed since 
1929. The predictions to date would indi- 
cate a production of some 4,320,000 units 
which would be almost on a par with the 4,601,141 units 
produced during 1928 which was the year following the 
announcement of the Ford Model A. Just what the 
effect of the earlier announcements will be on fall sales 
is still to be seen, but the effect on supplying industries 
has been evidenced already with steel reporting this week 
that operation climbed to 50.8 per cent of capacity, the 
best rate since Feb. 11, this year. Parts and accessory 
plants are humming and the heavy buying by motor 
plants should do much to turn what is a normally dead- 
spot in the industry into a boom period with beneficial 
effect all down the line.
